Tin; great military necessity at 
l his tiivti- was lo find and check the cne- 
niv's Heel. Caution was needed lest it 
miirht pii^s undetected to Cienfuegos or 
mijiht be stumbled upon without prepar- 
ation if neither carried lights. For the 
reasons mentioned great caution was de- 
manded. Certainly I lie flying .squadron 
did not leave with dispntcii nor caution." 


TOO MAXY SLOW VESSELS. 


He admitted tluit the weather on the 


voyage was bad for the smaller vessels, 
particularly the Kaglc and said that the 
speed of the squadron was slow in order 
that they might keep up. He contended, 
however, that if that vessel w.ia to bo 
sent away, she should hnve been so sent 
at the time when she was causing the 
di'luy and not when the voyage was prac- 
tically completed and Oie weather im- 
proving. Tu this connection he suggest-

NO EXCUSE FOR LOOP. 


Discussing the Brooklyn's loop. Capt. 


Lemly expressed the opinion, bused upon 
evidence, that in turning to the stnr- 
board when all the. other American ves- 
sels turned to poji^Oie-Brooklyn endan- 
gered not only the Texas, but 
other 


vessels as well. It was, he said, clearly 
established that the Texas stopped and 
that she reversed 
one or both of her 


engines. 
The 
responsibility for this 


move, he argued, rested entirely 
upon 


Commodore Seltley, nnd it could not be 
delegated lo any one by him as a squad- 
ron commander. "Cnpl. Cook's evidcn-je 
on this point seems 
us a whole," he 


said, ''to indicate that 
lie 
considered 


himself in a naval duel and initiated the 
turn to starboard without so much ns 
asking the 
commodore, within a few

REPORT THAT THREE 


OF CREW ARE LOST 


Story of Loss of Life ProlmWy Untrue— 


"Wife of tho Captuin Senn u»d 


Tells of Letter Kocclvecl 


'from Her llunbaml. 


The three-masted schooner Christina 


Miekelson, owned and commanded by 
Captain Samuel Murtin, of this city, has 
been wrecked on a reef near Kseanaba; 
Mich. 


It was reported that three members of 


the crew had been drowned 
DTid that 


Captain Martin wns the only soul saved., 
but this is in all probability untrue. 


A Journal representative, upon hear- 


ing of the report thii morning, visited 
tho home of Captain Martin on North 
Chatham street and inter-viewed his wife 
in regard to the reported loss of the 
vessel: Mrs. Mnrtin said that she re- 
ceived a letter from her husband, dated 
at Kscrn.nnba, which said that the boat 
had stranded on a reef a few miles from 
that port'; that she would prove a total 
loss, but he would make' efforts to sav. 
the sails and rigging. Not a word was 
mentioned about any of the crew being 
lost and Mrs. Martin knew nothing of 
such loss. 


She Haid that her husband bought tho 


MJckelson from 
Chicago parties last 


summer, .paying $2,000, and that he af- 
terward expended 97UO making repairs 
on the boat. So far as she .knew there 
was not 11 single cent of insurance 
on 


the vessel. 
» 


Tho Mickeison was quite an old ves- 


sel and would carry about 180,000 feet 
of lumber. During the preaeut 
season 


she has been trading from Milwaukee to 
the northern iiorts in the lumber trade. 


Captain Martin, her master, is au old 


resident of Racine and lias sailed tho 
lakes for many years. He is considered 
a very careful man, but during his ca- 
reer as a navigator,.met with^inany mis- 
.fortunes and was wrecked'.a .number of 
times. 


He was the owner of tho schooner Per- 


sia several years ago nnd during a gnle 
the ship went ashore above north point 
and proved a total wreck'. There 
was 


no insurance kind Mr. Martini loss was 
over ¥1,000. 


Captain Martin was one of the crew 


of the schooner Rainbow, which went to 
pieces in a terrible g.ile off Chicago a 
few years ago. 
He and 
Cn-ptiiin Push 


nnd others ol the '/row inn tie a raft ami 
Hooted ashore on it anil were rescued 
more dead than ulivc. 


Captain Martin became roaster of the 


scow Silver Lake and wns run down in 
mid-lake by one of the largo carfcrry 
boats. He and one member of the crew 
were saved, but a third man was lost. 


Now comes the misfortune 
of losing 


the Miekelson, and it is .ill i.ho more se- 
vere for the reason that Mr. Martin is 
we I along in years and not able to hus- 
tle as lie could yenrs ego. 


Particulars of just how the accident 


happened arc lacking. Nothing has ap- 
peared in the morning papers concern- 
ing the accident, o.nd if throe men 
are 


lost tho fact will be known later. 


During the present season the Mickei- 


son was caught out in a gnle and lost 
two of her jnaats and it cost about ,-J/iOO 
to miike repairs. 


The ill-fa led schooner c.irricd a crew 


of four men, including the captain. All 
•were from Milwaukee, excepting 
tiic 


captain. It 
has been 
authentically 


learned this afternoon that all the crew 
have been saved, but in all probability 
the schooner will be a total wreck.

Fred Goetz, a young man about tweu- 


ty-thrce years of age, residing at 911 Al- 
bert street, was very dangerously injured 
at Lakeside this aftrnoon about one 
o'clock, and it is very likely he will not 
recover, although his attending physi- 
cian is hopeful. 


The unfortunate man was riding on 


a south bound freight train going at a 
rapid rate of speed. When opposite the

company's office, Goetz made an effort 
to get off the train for the purpose of 
paying his brother John 
a visit who 


works in that factory. In getting off 
the train it is supposed the victim was 
precipitated against a rail or some, oth- 
er sharp obstacle for he was rendered 
unconscious and sustained a very severe 
scalp wound, consisting of a fearful frac- 
ture and an ugly cut. Goetz laid where 
he fell for a number of minutes before 
help arrived as no one, not even the 
trainmen had seen 
the 
accident. As 


soon as possible the patrol wagon was 
called and the injured man wai removed 
to St. Ma.-y's hospital. The company's 
phj'sioian was hastily 
dispatched for, 


Dr. McNitt, who, at the time of going to 
press, wai still working over the patient 
in the operating room of the hospital. 


According to the story told by the po- 


lice there is but little chance for the 
young man's recovery. When picked up, 
the officers say, his brains were oozing 
from the wound. According to the nar- 
rative told by the bluccoats, Gocu was 
not otherwise injured.

If such prnved the 
case the totnl damage cannot fall short 
of SiU.OOO and the crop 
will be very

Mr. l-'red Cucntlier, one of the very 


largest cabbage growers'in this county, 
was seen by a Journal reporter this 
morning. He said that he hud not lost 
anything for the reason that lie gather- 
ed lii.i cabbage before the cold weather 
came on. 


Mr. Giienthcr said ,however, that he. 


estimated the loss in Racine county at 
200 cars; twelve tons to the ear and 
worlh $10 a ton, which would make a to- 
tal loss of $48,000. This he considered 
the heaviest loss ever experienced by tho 
growers in this section of the state and 
the. crop as considerably short thereby. 
Of course the value of the cabbflgc at 
present is only $10 a ton, but had it 
been stored and 
the1 demand become 


heavy during the winter the price would 
increiise, thus increasing the loss con- 
siderably.

est and best known business men, died 
about 0 o'clock tins 
morning, at his 


home No, 1045 College avenue, of heart 
failure. 


riic announcement of his demise -was a 


shock to the entire community, for up to 
yesterd.iv morning Mr. Miller had been 
about the city in his usual health. Yes- 
tcrdny morning he complained of a pain 
in the region of the heart, but .soon grew 
better and in the afternoon was appar- 
ently all right and iver.l to bed feeling 
well. 


During the early hours of this morn- 


ing, however, he was again attacked with 
the pains about the heart and although 
everything possible was done for him, 
he expired at 6 o'clock. 


Mr. Miller was born November 3, 1S37, 


in Guelich, one of the oldest fortified 
places in Rhino province, Germany. At 
the tender age of 10 years, with his par- 
ents he came to Amenta, landing ut 
Buffalo, New York, upon his birthday. 
That winter they arrived in Racine and 
at the age of twelve years Mr. Miller 
seeurcd a. position in a tannery. In1 this 
place he was employed until 15 years old, 
,u-lieii he entered upon an apprenticeship 
'of four and one-half years at the car- 
penter trade. For nine year?, he follow- 
ed that avocation. 
-It was in the year 1859 that Mr. Mil- 


ler went to New Orleans. Here he w.is 
employed by the 
noted 
writer I'eter 


Ross. When the war broke out he re- 
turned to Racine and entered into part- 
nership in the manufacture of boots and 
shews, under the name of J. & H. J. 
Miller. Some two years later he dispos- 
ed of his interest and spent two years 
li, Calvary school, .Fond du Lac, Wis., 
intending to become a priest, but believ- 
ing that he was too advanced in life for 
that calling, abandoned the same. 


He returned to Eacinc and clerked for 


about one and a half years and then 
went to Omaha, Neb., remaining there 
for a short time and then hired out to 
the government to go to Ft. Kearney 
and remained there nearly one year. Af- 
terward he. went to the Black Hills and 
built the first coal shaft there. 
Return- 


ing to Racine he did not, remain long 
1ml made a trip to California and van 
employed there for several months on 
ihe state capital. Again he returned to 
Racine and worked at his trade, assist- 
ing in the building- of the St. Francis 
seminary. 


'Hie next five years found him engag- 


ed in the dry goous business here, his 
partner being Leonard Thrlen. He pur- 
chased his partner's interest and con- 
ducted the business seven years and Leo 
'A. Pcil was taken in as a partner and 
the partnership continued six years. 


Mr. Miller assisted in the organization 


of the Chicago Rubber Clothing company 
and in 1SSS took an active part in the 
mamiirement of the same and aided in 
milking it one nf the lending manufac- 
turing industries of Racine. After re- 
tiring from thu rubber factory he pur- 
chased the Racine Star Mills and con- 
ducted that business for some years and 
only sold the plat a few weeks ago. 


In the dentil of Mr. Miller the city 


loses an active and valuable business 
man and citizen and one w!io will be 
greatly missed in the city. Mr. Miller 
was kindly disposed toward all public 
enterprises, was honest and upright in 
all of his dealings and kind hearted and 
generous. 


Mr. Miller married 
Miss Barbara 


Hammang', February 0, 1371, who with 
three daughters survive to mourn the 
death of a kind and loving husband and 
indulgent father. 


Mr. Miller was a brother of Hon. Jos- 


eph Miller of this city and Rev. Father

Captain Lemly Concludes Argument 


Before Inquiry Board. 


MEMBERS WILL NOW GO 


INTO SECRET SESSION 


In Closing His Speech Judge Advocate 


Declares That lie Does Not Impute 


•Cownrdice to .Schley But 
TJn- 


steadiness and Disobedience. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Judge,Advo- 


cate Samuel C. Lemly today made the 
concluding argument in tlie Schley court 
of inquiry. There was no forenoon ses- 
sion and the judge advocate did not have 
an opportunity to begin his address un- 
til 2 o'clock. Ho read from mauscript. 
The first half of tlie address was devot- 
ed to certain points brought out by Mr, 
Rayner, and the hitter half was a gen- 
eral review from the government point 
of view of the evidence. Referring to 
the testimony of Admiral Schley find 
Captain Chadwick concerning the form- 
er's conversation with Admiral Sampson 
at Key West Capt. Lemly said: 


"I ask the court to apply to tlie appli- 


cant as a witness the well known rule, 
referred to with so much fervor by sen- 
ior counsel, that where two witnesses 
testify with regard to" the same matter, 
and one of them remembers and the oth- 
er merely does not remember the cir- 
cumstances of the matter or let us say 
the conversation, the evidence of him 
who remembers must be accepted. If 
this be done, then there is little left of 
the evidence givn before this court by 
th applicant, particularly upon his cross 
examination." 


INFORMATION -OF SPANIARDS. 
Referring to Mr. Rayner's statement 


that when the report of the Spaniards 
being at Santiago was confirmed, noth- 
ing was done to 
inform 
Commodore-

INT ROD CCTOR Y REMARKS, 


Capt. Lemly said: "With the colclu- 


•ion of the very brief address with which 
1 shall close the argument in this in- 
quiry, my personal connection with it 
ceases and the matter is left in your 
capable hands. I may add, that, whila 
my duties here have been arduous and 
necessarily somewhat 
painful, 
I 
am 


proud to have been associate'd with this 
distinguished court, which is to pass up- 
on one of the most important questions 
ever considered by a 
naval 
court—a 


question, as I defined it in the early 
course of tho proceedings—between tlie 
applicant and the morale of the service. 
In entering upon my duties as judge ad- 
vocate of the court, I had in mind advice 
given me by the .secretary of tho navy 
soon after my appointment as follows: 
'Admiral Schley asks for a court of in- 


I cy.iiry. A perfectly impartial 
court is 


L/i-nnstitutcd. Tlie judge 
advocate and 


• any counsel assisting him are not (and 
R t h f i r duty in this respect is plain) in 
I court to prosecute anybody or to find 


anybody guilty, but to bring out the 
facts and aid the court in declaring the 
truth.' 


ENDEAVORED TO BE FAIR. 


"I have.endeavored to folioW 
N this ad- 


vice without fear or favor. If I have 
appeared to fail in maintaining that im- 
partial attitude, which I feel and al- 
ways have felt towards the applicant, it 
is because aggression, however, natural 
on the part of the earnest counsel be- 
gets aggression, and for the further rea- 
son that in many instances throughout 
the investigation honest differences of 
opinion has compelled me to be earnest- 
ly, contentious in order to adduce what 
1 believed to be material facts. I deem 
it not inappropriate that I should here 
remark that the navy department in this 
matter has maintained an entirely neu- 
tral attitude; that I have not been in- 
terfered with by it in my conduct of the 
case; that, as the record demonstrates, 
there has been no alteration of the de- 
partment's records; that officers on du- 
ty even in the much-abused bureau of 
navigation have ireely testified in behalf 
of the applicant; and I am confident that 


i- evidence adduced fully justified the 
•W3 of the department set forth in its 
,,ly of Feb. 0, 1S98, to the senate eom- 


ee on naval a flails wherein it said 


of Commodore Schley, referring particu- 
larly to the naval battle of July 3, 
1898: 


PAST SERVICES COUNTED. 


" 'Where, js'o much was accomplished in 


this culminating battle and where his 
ship was such a conspicuous force in the 
fight, his conduct while in independent 
command prior to June 1, the"reeord of 
which has been given above and which 
by reason of its unsteadiness in purpose 
and in push and in failure to obey did 
not meet the approval of the president, 
and the department was yet not per- 
mitted to stand in the way of his nomi- 
nation for promotion to -a higher grade 
for the part he took in the final 
triumph.' " 


' PROMISES TO BE BRIEF. 


Capi. Lenily said that the voluminous 


evidence had been so fully treated in all 
its .bearings that it was not his purpose 
to enter upon a detailed discussion of it. 
Beginning with the passage of the flying 
squadron from Key West to Cienfuegos 
in search of the Spanish fleet under Ad- 
miral Cervera lie said that the speed be- 
tween 'Key West and Cienfuegos was but 
ten knots, although under the then ex- 
isting conditions of wind and weather 
greater speed might have been maintain- 
ed. Reference was made to the inter- 
view with-Captain Chester of the Cin- 
cinnati, ou this trip and Capt. Lemly 
said: 


WORRIED AT BEGINNING. 


'•'Already, as appeared from their con- 


versation, Commodore 'Schley 
through 


reassured by Capt. Chester, was troubled 
in his own mind over coal conditions and 
the problem of coaling at sea, demon- 
strating that at the very outset lie was 
borrowing- trouble." 


THE McCALLA SIGNALS. 


Referring to the McC'alla •signals, he 


said it was clear that the Marblehead 
had not arrived at Key West when the 
flying squadron 
sailed, and, therefore, 


that these signals could not have been 
communifated 
to 
Commodore Schley 


there. "There is little doubt, however, 
he added."' that if the Commodore had 
upon the meeting of the Marblehead di- 
rected McCalla to report on board the 
flagship he would have been fully in- 
formed as to the signals." 


LEFT OUT OF MEMORANDUM, 
''The fact, however, is clear," he said, 


'that the applicant did receive a copy 
of the McCalla, memorandum at Cienfue- 
cos at least by 8:15 o'clock on the morn- 
ng of May 23; and, although, by reason 
of Commander MeCalla's caution, the sig- 
.ial.s which he did not. wish to place in 
vriting, were not embodied in ;tkis mem- 
mindum, such full information was con- 
.ained therein as showed that the insur- 
gents in the vicinity of Cienfuegos were 
accessible to communication. 
DID NOT FOLLOW INSTRUCTIONS. 


Considering the voyage from Cienfue- 


jos, Capt. Lemly said: 


The Commodore's orders directed that 


10 proceed with all dispatch but can- 
iously to Santiago. He certainly pro- 
ceded slowly. But 'cautiously' did not 
veaken the force of the words 'all dis- 
patch.' The groat military necessity at 
his tinif> was to find and check the enc- 
ny's flc(-t. Caution was needed lest it 
night pass undetected to Cienfuegos or 
might be stumbled upon without prepar- 
ation if neither carried lights. For the 
reasons mentioned great caution was de- 
manded. Certainly the flying squadron 
did not leave with dispatch nor caution." 


TOO MANY SLOW VESSELS, 


Ho admitted that the weather on the 


voyage was bad for the smaller vessels, 
particularly the Eagle and said that the 
speed of the squadron was slow in order 
that they might keep up. He contended, 
however, that if that vessel w.-ia to be 
sent away, she should have been so sent 
at the time when she was causing the 
delay and not when the voyage was prac- 
tically completed and the weather im- 
proving. In this connection he suggest- 
ed that all the slower, vessels, in view 
of the urgency 
of reaching Santiago 


might have been dropped with a rendez- 
vous ,to be joined later by the fighting 
vessels. 


NO EXCUSE FOR RETURNING. 
Having brought the squadron to the 


southward of Santiago on May 28, thvi 
judge advocate took up the coaling ques- 
tion, quoting Lieut. Dyson's figures ou 
the question of coal supply in some de- 
tail. Then he considered the retrograde 
movement. This step lie said had been 
undertaken ."without sufficient or decis- 
ive steps being taken to ascertain wheth- 
er the Spanish fleet was actually in the 
harbor of Santiago, leaving the mouth of 
the harbor unmatched, and Cervcra free 
to escape with the possibility of his mak- 
ing a descent on our coast—the moral to 
say nothing of the material elfect of 
which it is impossible to over estimate." 


SCHLEY'S DISOBEDIENCE. 


Capt. Lemly quoted in full Commodore, 


Schley's "cannot obey orders" dispatch 
to the department on May 27, and com- 
mented upon it, saying: 


'•Whether the department's instruc- 


tions definitely directed in positive terms 
that the squadron remain off Santiago, 
or wfiether its desire that this should 
be done was simply indicated, appears 
to me under all the circumstances to be 
immaterial. Disobedience of orders may 
be an imperative and glorious duty; b1it, 
if .- be not justified by the facts, it'can- 
not be condoned by terming at an error 
of judgment. This was not an error of 
judgment. It was an error of conduct." 


THR COLON RECONNOISANCE.

Of course, the vessels stood in to- 
wards the harbor entraneee when it was 
discovered that the enemy's vessels were 
making a sortie. Such wns not ouly 
their prescribed duty, but their natural 
and proper course in such circumstances. 
In like manner when the Spanish fleet 
stood to the westward, it was the duty 
of our vessels to follow whether or not 
the signal 'follow flag' was made." 


NO EXCUSE FOR LOOP. 


Discussing the Brooklyn's loop., Capf:. 


Lemly expressed the opinion, based upon 
evidence, that in turning to the star- 
board when all the other American ves- 
sels turned to poct-tha-Brooklyn endan- 
gered not only the Texas, but 
other 


vessels as well. It was, he said, clearly 
established that the Texas stopped and 
that she reversed one or both of her 
engines. 
The responsibility for this 


move, he argued, rested entirely 
upon 


Commodore Schley, and it could not be 
delegated to any one by him as a squad- 
ron commander, "Capt. Cook's evidence 
on this point seems as a whole," he 
said, "to indicate that he considered 
himself in a naval duel and initiated tho 
turn to starboard without so much as 
asking the commodore, within a few 
feet of him, whether he approved a step 
that 
involved squadron movements. 


This confirms the improsjsfort upon which 
I alreday have enlarged, that the battle 
off Santiago was. a captain's fight. At 
best, the loop was a tremendous risk, 
and I submit, without adequate justifica- 
tion." 


After discussing briefly the Hodgson 


incident and Commodore Schley's alleged 
remark, "Damn the Texas," which 
he 


said he did not consider n very grave 
matter, Ca.pt. Lemly closed his speech 
and, the entire argument of the cose 
with tho following -works: 


COWARDICE NOT IMPUTED. 


"From my knowledge of the man, hav- 


ing served under his command on two 
cruises, I have never believed, nor do I 
claim from the evidence, that personal 
misconduct—or, to call a spade a spado, 
cowardice—wns exhibited by Commo- 
dore Schley in any part of his career ns 
ron. But I submit with regret that in 
the passage from Key West to Cieufue- 
gos, while at the latter port, enroute to 
the southward «of Santiago without set- 
tled destination, in the retrograde move- 
ment, in the return to the vicinity of 
Santiago without settled destination 
and in the affair of May 31, the commo- 
dore exhibited unsteadiness in purpose 
and in push and failure to obey orders. 
The characterization of his conduct is, 
however, for the court. I trust that I 
may be pardoned if I remind you,' gen- 
tlemen, that the first importance of the 
matters before you as not as they relate 
to any individual; they concern the 
naval service. It is for you to lay down 
a standard of conduct, to be followed in 
future similar ones—a standard such as 
that set by our great naval commanders, 
like John Paul Jones, Decatur, Perry, 
Farragut,- the Porters and others. A 
sense of propriety forbids my mention- 
ing the living." '

that port'; that she would prove a total 
loss, but he would make' efforts to save 
the sails and rigging. Not a word was 
mentioned about any of the crew being 
lost and Mrs. Martin knew nothing of 
such loss. 


She said that her husband bought tlie 


Mickelson from 
Chicago parties last 


summer, .paying $2,000, and that he af- 
terward expended $700 making repairs 
on the boat.

Charles W. Felker was bprn in Penn 


Yan, Yates-bounty, N. Y. He was a

led in the village of Ornro, then a pros- 
>erous, ambitious place, and one that 
t was believed would be the most impor- 
ant city in this section. 
After the country schools had been ex- 


lausted Sir. Felker went back to New 
fork and completed, his education;. He 
,pent some time in the Brockport eol- 
egiate 'institute in New York, and fin- 
shed up at Charlottesville, Schoharie 
lounty, N. Y. He then returned to Wis- 
ionsin and took up his residence in this 
iity, becoming editW of the Oshkosh 
Democrat, and at the same time study- 
ng law. He was admitted to the bar in 
1858. 


LEADING LAWYER OF HIS CITY. 
His ability soon demonstrated itself 


and he soon obtained an enviable posi- 
,ion at the bar. , In fact, for many years 
ic had been in the first row of the mem- 
jers of the law profession in this sec- 
iion. 


Returning from the civil war> in which 


Mr. Felker served two years, he entered 
nto partnership with C. A.. Weisbrod,. 
;he partnership continuing until the lat- 
;er died in 1870. In 1892 he became as- 
sociated with-F. C. Stewart of this city, 
and later his two sons, Fred and- Carl, 
were taken in, the firm name being Felk- 
er, Stewart & Felker. He also was for 
a time senior partner of. the firm of Felk- 
er, Doe & Felker of Milwaukee, the part- 
nership consisting of Mr. Felker, his son 
?red and former Adjutant General 'Doe, 


WAS A YACHTSMAN ALSQ, 


From 1884 to 1888 Mr. Felker..Was edi- 


iorial writer of the Oshkosh Times. He 
was also an enthusiastic yachtanian, be- 
ing commodore of the Oshkosh? |Yacht 
club for years and being th.ej (fonm- of 
the Felker Challenge cup, 6he*Jbr the 
most expensive trophies ever sailed for 
on an inland lake. 


Mr. Felker was noted not only for his 


great learning, both general and of the 
law, but for his almost limitless vocabu- 
lary and his. elegant English. His abil- 
ity as a writer and as a speaker and 
conversationalist have become bywords 
in this part of the] state. His private li- 
brary is one of .the .finest in Wisconsin, 
and his ability to quote freely from au- 
thors but' little" knb\\'n to the general 
world often filled his auditors with ad- 
miration. 


Mr. Felker is survived by a widow and 


four children—two daughters, Mrs, John 
Cameron and"'Miss Sarah Felker of this 
city, and Messrs. Fred and Car!

He says that eggs were 
thrown at him, but that not one of, them 
hit him, but they were also thrown at 
others and one young man had a suit of 
clothing spoiledi The doctor does not 
believe it was spite work, but simply 
Halloween pranks of a gang of young 
people. The eggs thrown were not de- 
cayed, but fresh ones and several doxcn 
were thrown.

O'Brien's majority 
however, probably will not amount to 
more than 3,000 or 4,000.

Cold Snap Plays Sad Havoc with 


Cabbage Crop in Racine County. 


ESTIMATED 200 ,CAB 


LOADS FROZEN AND RUINED 


Twelve Tons Is Floured to » Cor and Value 


$1O a Ton—Growers Did Not Ex- 


pect tbe Cold TVc0ther— 


Heaviest toss Known, 


The sudden cold weather of Monday 
nd Tuesday of this week played sad 


havoc with the late cabbage crop in Ra- 
cine and Kenoaha counties. On account 
of the very warm weather previous to 
that time,the growers did not deem it 
advisable to cither store or ship the crop 
xncl it was left out in the fields. Tlie 
:old. snap corning on froze thousands of 
lead and the loss is estimated at $20j- 
000. 


Henry Herzog, of Western Union Junc- 


tion, interested in the crop in and about 
Western Union Junction, was in the city 
;oday. He states that his loss alone, un- 
less the cabbage thaws out well, will 
amount to between $600 and $700 and 
Jie estimates the loss, from the present 
outlook, in the western part of the coun- 
ty, at $10,000. He also volunteered the 
statement that the loss in the" south cab- 
bage belt, will reach that amount. 


Mr. Herzog said that sometimes when 


•the cabbage froze up it thawed out and 
was good, but in this instance lie feared 
that it was frozen too hard and would 
prove a total loss. If such proved the 
case the total damage cannot fall short 
of $20,000 and the crop will be very 
short, that is the late growth. 


Mr. Fred Gueuther, one of the very 


largest cabbage growers'in this county, 
was seen by a Journal 
reporter this 


morning. He said that he had not lost 
anything for .the reason that he gather- 
ed bin cabbage before the cold weather 
came on, 


Mr, Guenther said ,however, that he 


estimated the loss in Racine county at 
200 cars; twelve tons to the car and 
worth $10 a ton, which would make a to- 
tal loss of $48,000. This he. considered 
the heaviest loss ever experienced by the 
growers in this section of the state and 
the crop is considerably short thereby.

clined a baronetcy. 


Henry J. Miller, one of Racine's old- 


est and best known business men, died 
about 0 o'clock this morning, at his 
home No. 1045 College avenue, of heart 
failure.' 


The announcement of his demise was a 


shock to the entire community, for up to 
yesterday morning Mr. Miller had been 
about the cify in his "usual health. Yes- 
-terday morning he complained of a pain 
in the region of the heart, but soon grew 
better and in the afternoon was appar- 
ently all right and went to bed feeling 
well.

During the early hours of this morn- 


ing, however, he was again attacked with 
the. pains about the heart and although 
everything possible was done for him, 
he expired at 6 o'clock. 


Mr. Miller was born November 3, 1837, 


in Guelich, one.-of the Boldest fortified 
places in Rhine province, Germany. At 
the tender age of 10 years, with his par- 
ents he came, to America, landing at 
Buffalo, New York, upon his birthday. 
That winter they arrived in Racine and 
at the age of twelve years Mr. Miller 
secured a position in a tannery. In' this 
place he was employed until 15 years old, 
when he entered upon an apprenticeship 
o| four and one-half years at the car- 
penter trade. For nine years ho follow- 
ed that avocation. 
-.;.It-was in'the year 1859 that Mr. Mil- 
ler, •-••went to New Orleans. Hero he was 
employed by the noted writer Peter 
Ross. When the Avar broke out he re- 
turned to Racine and entered into part- 
nership in the, manufacture of boots and 
shoes, under the name of J. & H. J. 
Miller. Some two years later he dispos- 
ed of his interest and spent two years 
at Calvary school, Fond du Lac, Wis., 
intending to become a priest, but believ- 
ing that he Avas too advanced in life for 
that calling, abandoned the same. 


Ho returned to Racine and clerked for 


about one and a half years and then 
went to Omaha, Neb., remaining there 
for a short time and then hired out to 
the government to go to Ft. Kearney 
and remained there nearly one year. Af- 
terward he Avent "to the Black Hills and 
built the first coal shaft there. Return- 
ing to Racine he did not, remain long 
but made a trip to California and was 
employed there for several months on 
the state capital. Again he returned to 
Racine and worked at his trade, assist- 
ing in the building of the St. Francis 
seminary. 


The next five years found him engag- 


ed in the dry goods business here, his 
partner being Leonard Thelen. He pur- 
chased his partner's interest and con- 
ducted the business seven years and Leo 
'A. Peil was taken in as a partner and 
the partnership continued six years. 


• .Mr. Miller assisted in the organization 
of tho Chicago Rubber Clothing company 
ana in 1888 took an active part in the 
management.'of the same and aided in 
making it one of the leading manufac- 
turing industries of Racine. After re- 
tiring from the rubber factory he pur- 
chased the Racine Star Mills and con- 
ducted that business for somo years and 
only sold the:plat a fe\v weeks ago. 


In the death of Mr. Miller the city 


loses an active and valuable business 
man and citizen and one who Avill be 
greatly missed in tho city. Mr. Millet- 
was kindly disposed toward all public 
enterprises, was honest and upright in 
all of his dealings and kind hearted and 
generous.

Hamroang', February 9f 1871, Ayho with 
three daughters survive to mourn the 
death of a kind and loving husband and 
indulgent father.

tin plate. What a howl there was made 
about that ten years ago only. 
Gallant 


protection fighters, alas some now en- 
gaging to knock out our beet sugar 
mills, fought bravely for tin plntn and 
defended the McKinley tariff rates. Jt 
was claimed such was the vast extent of 
the industry we could never build up 
enough mills for our own needs, 'arid 
therefore it was an unfair tax upon 
thfj 


people. Tt was claimed on the other 
hand we, could build tin's Industry up, 
and the figures show that we certainly 
have. In 1890 hardly a pound of tin 
plate was made in the United States, 
commercially there was not a pound 
made. In 1890 we imported of tin plate 
320,4143 tons and manufactured not 
a. 


ton. In 1000 we imported (50,340 tons 
and manufactured in our own mills 43rt,- 
250 tons. This required most us much 
if not more skilled labor than does beet 
sugar making.

beet sugar. A few years ago not a 
pound WHS made except upon the Pacific 
coast, and not much at that.

many additional factories will be added. 
But the point is. why insist beet sugar 
can never =nieceed. Why sacrifice these 
people and destroy the hopes of thou- 
sands and thousands of American farm- 
ers. Why repeat the insistnnce. of the 
free traders of the years when McKinley 
and Dingleys tarifi's were fought? They 
insisted our protected industries could 
never be raised to the point of producing 
even n reasonable 
percentage of the 


needs of the country,, but

certainly did and some of them even to 
the point that the country is now clam- 
oring to bo protected from them in turn.

So tbe opponents of beet sugar assert, 


the. people are being taxed to 
enrich a 


few rm:n E.nd not in a thousand years 
can the country raise enough beet sugar, 
that, is produce enough for its consump- 
tion. It is pretended such is tite sugar 
consumption that it 
will be impossible! 


for us to ever get sugar to the point, it 
can even be a serious factor, Well, as 
to this sort of argument, then why any 
protection at all 
.Some, one asserts 
it 


would take an immediate doubling of 
existing sugar factories 
to even equal 


the increase of sugar consumption in one 
year. Again to produce our needs in 
sugar it would -take a thousand mills, 
that, for thia, while we might raiso the 
capital, we could not secure trained help. 
More such arguments are given and the 
statement made that it is unprofitable. 
thus to tax the people to encourage an 
industry that nan not be built up, that 
the industry in our island possessions be 
encouraged.

our constant complaints, 


made necessary on account of these for.- 
mer citizens of Prussia and other coun- 
tries of Germany, and li.-e importuning 
of the citizens themselves, for some time, 
now it has been the custom on the part 
of these Prussian authorities not to im- 
prison these delinquents in the military 
service line, but to expel them from the 
country. This is better and diplomati- 
cally leaves nothing particular to do, 
But as it is.

A practical laundress says: That all 


towels should be 'thoroughly dried 
be- 


fore they are put in the hamper. 
. T h a t clothespins are made much more 
durable by boiling for ten minutes be- 
fore they are used. 


That linen may 
be made beautifully 


white by the use of a little refined borax 
in the water, instead of using a washing 
lluid. 


That blankets should be washed in 


moderately warm water, in which a tea- 
spoonful of ammonia has been put to 
eacli gallon of water. 


That wash fabrics that are 
inclined 


fade .should be soaked and rinsed in very 
salt water, to set the color, before wash- 
ing n; the suds. 


That calicoes, ginghams and chintzes 


should be iron on the wrong side. 


That a very hot iron should never be 


used for flannels or woolens. 


That napkins should always be folded 


with the selvage toward the ironer. 


Tliat embroideries should be ironed on 


a thin, smooth surface., over thick

p.asy concerning the effect his death will

Trouble, however, is extremely improb- 
able. The. wife of Earl Li "and his' two 
sons and daughters were with him when 
the end came.

Prince Ching, who is now on his way to 
meet the court, and Chow Fu, provincial 
governor from 1'ao Ting-Fu. The for-

Dr. Ilobert

with Dr. Yedle of the German legation. 
November 1, he found Earl Li weak 
from severe hemorrhage due to ulctra- 
tion of the stomach. The 
hemorrhage 


was readily controlled, but, owing to 
the underlying case of chronic gastritis, 
with persistent nausea, only the mildest 
liquid food could be digested. Yester- 
day ho was cheerful and without 
pain, 


but at 2 o'clock this morning he became 
unconscious and was no longer able 
'-.o 


get rid of the collection of mucous which 
he had been freley expectorating. 


Throughout the evening digitalis was 


frequently administered. Earl Li's per- 
sistent refusals to refrain from attend- 
ing to government business have aggra- 
vated his malady, while the refusal of 
the family ro permit, certain measures 
customary in western medical practice 
for relieving the stomach has contribut- 
ed to bring his end near. 


OF PURE CHINESE DESCENT. 


Li Hung Chang was born in 1822 at 


Hofel, a Htlte city 
in the 
province of 


Au-Huei, one of the provinces of Central 
China. The Li family ia purely Chinese, 
without 
mixture of Manclui 
blood. 


Young Li wsis studious from his early 
years, and after taking his first, degree 
at the government, district examination 
he entered Hau-lin 
college and made 


rapid progress. 


PUTS DOWN REBELLION. 


The Taiping rebellion (1851-04). rank- 


ing as the greatest in modern times for 
devastation of property and destruction 
of life, called Li from a life of study to 
a military activity for which he had no 
fit training, but in which he showed un- 
usual ability. The rebels, having cap- 
tured and plundered town after 
town, 


n.t length ijossessod themselves of Nank- 
ing, the ancient capital, and gathered 
to their standard 100,000 fighting men. 
Their march through Li'.s native prov- 
ince toward the capital of the empire in- 
cited him to raise a regiment of home 
troops, with which tie harassed the. rebel 
army, hanging on their rear and cutting 
their communications. 


GIVEN MILITARY COMMANDS. 
His conspicuous patriotism and abil- 


ity in the crLsic- which ended in a gener.il 
repulse of the rebels brought him to the 
notice of Tseng Ktvofan, commander-in- 
chief of the Chinese armieSj then 
the 


greatest 
Chinaman 
known 
to foreign 


nations, father of Marquis Tseng, long 
the Chinese minister to Great Britain. 
Li's militia, was incorporated into the 
main army and he was given important 
military comands. 


After the Anglo-French invasion of 


China -ending-' in the capture of Pekin 
(1860) had given the almost quenched 
rebellion a revival, which again endan- 
gered the impending imperial 
dynast}', 


Li was appointed1 (1861) vice-roy or gov- 
ernor of the province of Kiangsu, with 
his residence at Shanghai. This was an 
important epoch in his .life. He was at 
tho age of 40 years. 


11AS HELD MANY OFFICES. 


Earl Li has held, almost continuously 


through many years, several high offices 
in the imperial government, such ns sec- 
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retnry to the grand council of state, 
superintendent of foreign trade for 
the 


northern ports, superintendent of coast 
defense for the northern district and 
senior guardian, of the heir apparent. 
The burdens which, this man has carried 
during all these years and the range 
both of his responsibilities and of his 
opportunities as a ruler of a vast empire 
are amazing. 


VISITS THE UNITED STATES. 


Li Hung Chang visited 
the 
United 


States in 1896 while on a trip around 
the world. Everywhere he was received 
with the greatest respect, ar.d public 
bodies in many cities vied in doing him 
honor. His wonderful personality, 
and 


especially his penchant for asking ques- 
tions to Americans was very embarras- 
sing, as, for instance, when he invariably 
at social functions 
upon being intro- 


duced to a lady asked her age. This 
question is considered the height of 
good form in China.

On two 
previous occasions negotiations with the 
brigands who abducted Miss Stone were 
absolutely broken off, owing to the pre- 
mature disclosure of secvetS' which, the 
bandits regarded as being a breach of un- 
derstanding with them. Mr. Dickinson 
informed a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press today that it is absolutely 
indispensible if Miss Stone is ever to be 
released that the course of the negotia- 
tions be kept secret.

It is hopeless to expect the brigands 


to place confidence in the negotiators 
when they find that information which 
they regard as secret is constantly leak- 
ing out. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—The messenger 


sent by M. Bakhmeteff, the Russian dip- 
lomatic agent, to the brigands "has re- 
turned, bearing a letter from Miss Stone 
to a former pupil at Sofia, says the So-
